A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

- An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fonn is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the references to Schray et al. '495 and Pichler et al. disclose a 
shematic/diagramatic system of a turbocharged engine. Both references do not disclose the detailed structures of an 
air charged engine with branch conduits as claimed in the instant invention. Applicants will amend the claims, which 
may overcome the prior art and are subjected to the examiner's further consideration and an additional search. Ttwo 
Patents to Hitomi et al. (Patent Number 5.427.078 and 5, 421. 296) and a patent to Klockner (Patent Number DE 40 
18 620 Al ) have been given to applicant's attorney to consider the structure of the turbocharged system. 
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
